_ SAN DIEGO—St. Paul wrote that “love is patient; 
love is kind.” Yesterday (Sept. 17), local artist 
Tadeusz Lukjanczyk presented to Pope John Paul Il 
a gift that uniquely expresses the result of that 
biblical truth in his own life. 


The gift, a bronze bust of the pope 
himself, was presented in a private papal 
audience by Lukjanczyk and Benedictine 
Father Claude Ehringer, prior of St. 
Charles Priory in Oceanside. It will 
become the first work of a Polish artist 
to be on permanent display at the 
Vatican. 


THE CREATION of the powerful 
sculpture and the excitement of its 
presentation are the artistic and 
personal zeniths of a man-who has re- 
discovered his love for the Church and 
for his Polish heritage. This rebirth was 
the result of two agents of patient love: a 
five-year-old friendship with the 
Benedictine prior, and the election of a 
Polish pope. 

Several days before his historic journey 
to Rome, the Southern Cross was able 
to talk with the artist, to get to know 
the man who. had created this 
memorable work ‘during two 
years of painstaking and 
loving labor. 

For Lukjanczyk, it is 
impossible for a native of 
Poland to separate his national _ 
heritage from his Catholic % 
heritage. The election of John 
Paul Il became the focal point of a 
dramatic change in the artist’s 
dynamic personality and his self- 
expression through art. 

“THE COMMISSION for this work 
came from within,” said Lukjanczyk. “It 
came from my life experience of being

It is hard, he believes, for someone not Polish “to 
understand how utterly special this pontiff is to the 
Polish: Catholic people, wherever they may be 
scattered on the face of the earth.” 


The. gift to the pope was presented ‘‘on 
‘behalf of all who Jove and honor. the Holy 

Father and on behalf of~ generations of 
Poles who have worshipped Christ for 
1,000 years,” Lukjanczyk said. 


THE BUST IS 39 inches tall, 18 
inches wide, and weighs 83 pounds. 
The rich, deep tones of green and 
brown which color the figure are patina, 

the result of carefully-controlled acidic 
oxidation. The finish is both more 
attractive and more permanent than 
paint, but is also much more difficult to 
j apply. 

Father Ehringer observed that “such art 
work just isn’t done anymore inthe modern 
world; it’s almost a lost art-form, because 
working with bronze and oxidation belongs 
to the past. However,” he smiled, “we have 
an example here and we are giving it to the 
Holy Father.” 


The papal coat of arms is engraved 
on the chest of the figure, and on the head 
is a mitre. The shapes of mitre 
and chest follow parabolic patterns 
which are arranged according to the 
proportions of the“golden rectangle,” 
_ whose height is double its width. 
' Lukjanczyk discovered this relation- 
ship in many works of Michelangelo. 
Z “THE MITRE TELLS the entire story of 
Poland,” the artist explained, “showing 
Our Lady of Czestochow (the Black 
Madonna) on the front and the Polish Eagle; 
the 1,000-year-old national emblem of 
Poland, on the back.” 


When Lukjanczyk decided to engrave a

madonna on the front of the mitre, he began 
research for a historical example of such decoration. 
“Unlike most modern artists, | have no desire to 
always be an innovator,” he claimed. “I learn my 
lessons from the past.” 

After extensive searching, Lukjanczyk discovered 
a document of a third-century bishop with a 
madonna on his mitre—the precedent had been 
found. 

THE MITRE BECAME the unifying symbol in the 
work. “Our Lady of Czestochowa is Polish 
Catholicism; the Polish Eagle is Polish nationalism 
and the two are inseparable. The pope is the product 
of both,” he explained. 

The artist also built the cabinet which protected 
and carried the bust on the trip to Rome. It is 
constructed from mahogany and koa (a Hawaiian 
wood) with brass fittings. On the front, the’ papal 
arms are elaborately carved. 

Lukjanczyk, his wife, and Father Ehringer were 
seated in a special section during the pope’s weekly 
general audience in St. Peter’s Square. Following the 
general audience, they moved into a smaller private 
audience with the Holy Father for the presentation. 

ARRANGING A PRIVATE papal audience is not a 
simple endeavor, even when the purpose is to 
present a work of art valued in excess of $10,000. 

According to Father Ehringer, he became involved 
in an intense three-month long process. There were 
many letters and phone calls. The prior remarked, “I 
have a few contacts in Rome, but much assistance 
was given by the Benedictine Abbot Primate, who 
resides in Rome, and we all worked through the 
office of the Master of Papal Appointments.” 

As the prior gave details of obtaining the audience, 
Lukjanczyk exclaimed, “The absurdity of a Polish 
guy Carving a Polish pope is too much for my mind. 
Five years ago, we would have all laughed at such an 
idea. And now, here we are going to Rome to present 
my work to the pope in person. I’m caught in a fairy 
world where everyti:trig seems unreal.”

the Eternal City amidst many special 
arrangements. Trans World Airlines 
gave clearance, permitting the bust to 
remain with them throughout the trip. 
Upon arrival in Rome, they were met 
by Vatican representatives to avoid 
going through Italian customs, with its 
searches, delays, and the possibility 
of damage to the bust. 


Tadeusz Lukjanczyk, 46, is a native 
of Poland. In 1949 his family was 
forced to leave Germany, where they 
had been moved during the war. 
Rather than returning to Poland and 
the unstable political situation, they 
chose to come to the United States. 
One result of this difficult period is 
Lukjanczyk’s fluency in Polish, 
German, Russian, Ukrainian, and 
English. 


Prior to the beginning of his formal 
art studies, he worked at many 
different jobs to support himself. 
When asked if he felt that he had 
always been an artist, he grinned, 
“Well, I've always been crazy!” 


LUKJANCZYK’S FORMAL training 
began in 1958, and in 1962 he was 
graduated from Wayne University 
with a bachelor of fine arts degree. His 
interest in art and craftsmanship 
began long before, however. “I’ve 
been whittling from the day my father 
bought me my first knife.” 


While the election of Pope John Paul 
Il was the catalyst that caused the

artist’s love for the Church and his 
native country to combine and 
produce the statue, Lukjanczyk has 
created a great wealth of sculpture, 
carving, and other endeavors. 


However, the papal bust does mark 
the first work from the artist that is 
definitely identifiable as Catholic. Of 
his previous works, Lukjanczyk said, 
“My sculptures have been religious in 


nature, but perhaps more a nature- 


worship than something as specific as 
the pope or the Blessed Virgin Mary. | 
see my work as having been in a 
religious context, but not specifically 
Catholic. The election of a Polish pope 
changed all that for me.” 


HIS CURRENT projects are 
centered around the decoration of the 
new church.and monastery buildings 
at St. Charles Priory. The altar of the 
church will be a huge wood carving, a 
theme of roots, vines, and branches 
showing the unity of creation. The 
prior hopes “to have the altar in the 
new church by this time next year.” 


Lukjanczyk is also creating a larger- 
than-life statue of St. Benedict for the 
monastery. A scale-model of the 
figure, carved in alabaster, will soon 
be on display at the priory. 

As the artist secured the papal bust 
into its handmade carrying cabinet in 
preparation for the transatlantic 
flight, he smiled in amused wonder: 
“What can | do for an encore?”

Welcomes Anglican clergy: 


In your editorial of Sept. 4, with 
regard to the reception of Anglo- 
Catholic clergy and laity into the 
Catholic Church, you state that such 
action will cause “some to question 
the acceptance of individuals who 
could not remain within the confines 
of their former church.” You ask, “is 
the Roman Catholic Church saying it 
is accepting dissidents or that the 
Episcopal Church is wrong?” 


The Catholic Church is doing 
neither of these things. After 
considering this matter for a period of 
many years, the Catholic Church has 
recognized the obvious sincerity of 
this group of Catholic-minded former 
Episcopalian and Anglican clergy and 
laity in the United States, England, 
and other parts of the Anglican world. 


The long-expressed desire of this 
segment of Anglicanism for reunion 
with the See of Peter is the result of 
certain developments within the 
Anglican Church which led to the 
approval of divorce and remarriages, 
artificial birth control, permissive 
abortion, as well as the decision to 
ordain women to the priesthood. 


These good priests and laymen, 
who for many years have defended 
the Catholic faith in the Anglican 
communion, found that they could 
not, in conscience, remain inachurch 
which, in their opinion, no longer 
maintains the ancient faith of Christ’s 
Holy Catholic Church. 


In 1977 they took positive steps 
toward reunion by approaching the 
Sacred Congregation for the Doctrine 
of the Faith, where they made a formal 
written profession of the Catholic 
faith. After a period of three years, the 
Holy See, in the spirit of charity and 
justice, has given a favorable decision 
to their request. 


As a Roman Catholic layman, it has 
been my great privilege to know some 
of these people. Their reception is a 
historic event, the fruits of true 
ecumenism. 


To them, and to all who come to 
Christ's Holy Catholic Church with 
faith and humility, | extend a most 
heartfelt welcome.

Georgetown University is being 
sued because of its refusal to give 
recognition and office facilities to two 
homosexual groups. ~ 


The plaintiffs, basing their suit on 
an anti-discrimination law of the 
District of Columbia, argue that the 
university's acceptance of some 
federal funding forfeits its status as a 
private religious organization. 


| HAVE a long memory and | can 
recall a time back in the 50’s when 
Archbishop Alter (Cincinnati) and 
Cardinal Cushing (Boston) were 
warning against seeking or accepting 
any public funds for Catholic 
schools —for just this reason. 


Though my track record in 
predicting the outcome of_ legal 
controversies is about as good as my 
record in pole vaulting, | would guess 
that this suit will not prevail. 

But there are other issues on which 
the strings connected:to public funds 
do present problems for religious 
institutions. - 


Catechetical Sunday usually deals 
with religious education in the parish 
but I’d like to expand the horizons of it 
and us a bit to talk about a broader 
vision of parish ministry. 

| was in a group of parish 
management people last year who 
were talking about how to get more 
done with less staff. One suggested 
that instead of hiring a full-time 
director of religious education, it 
would be more advantageous to the 
parish to hire two part-time DREs. 
There was a moment of silence and 
then, almost in unison, the three DREs 
present said, ‘“There’s no such thing 
as a part-time religion coordinator.” 


THEY WERE RIGHT. If a full-time 
parish worker—be it pastor, youth 
minister or DRE —is expected to put 
in 100 hours a week, then a part-time 
is expected to put in 40, which is 
considered a full-time job in our 
society.

SOME OF THE problems are simply 
burdensome red tape. Complaints by 
religious spokesmen about such 
regulation and record keeping are not 
distinctive. They are the same as the 
complaints from businessmen, local 
government officials and anyone else 
dealing with the federal government. 


There are other issues, however, 
which touch on the fundamental 
purposes and services of the religious 
institutions. And these do present a 
problem, not only for the religious 
groups but also for the nation. 


It's simplistic to answer that 
religious groups can solve the 
problem by staying away from the 
trough of public funds. : 


THAT MIGHT HAVE been a 
legitimate argument back in the days 
when Cardinal Cushing and Arch- 
bishop Alter were making it. Today, 
however, the immense increase inthe 
the pervasive 
influence of public funding: on all 
kinds of services, the multiplicity of 
benefits and regulations affecting all 


Hiring two instead of one isn’t the 
answer. The answer to parish 
revitalization lies in involving more 
than the traditional 10 percent of 
parishoners who take any parteat all in 
the parish as do-ers. The other 90 
percent are receivers. 


When | was asked a few years ago to 
list the traits of a healthy and an 
unhealthy parish as | saw them, | 
proposed that the first sign of a 
healthy parish is that it works toward 
the goal of shared ministry. These are 
the hallmarks of such a parish: 


— Each person is expected to be a 
responsible member of the parish 
regardless of status. No “I’m just a lay 
person so | shouldn’t be expected to 
serve.” 


— Each is expected to mature, both 
in the faith and in the parish and this 
includes laity, Religious, and clergy. 
No copout on keeping up because one 
was ordained 15 years earlier.

kinds of institutions —these changes 
make it almost impossible to offer any 
significant service without some help 
from public sources. 


Religious leaders are quite aware of 
the encroachments. When the 
Catholic bishops discussed the 
problem at one of their national 
meetings, their anger and frustration 
was as high as | have ever seen. 


Since they (and other ecclesiastical 
administrators) are on the receiving 
end of the controls, their protests are 
to be expected. 


ITS LESS OBVIOUS, though, that 
other Americans, including public 
officials, should be concerned about 
this significant change which is 
slipping, unnoticed, into the pattern of 
our society. 


Americans like to think of our nation 
as one in which the principle of 
subsidiarity is respected. Many 
services are offered by individuals 
and voluntary groups. They should be 
encouraged, not hampered. What can 
be done by local or state groups 


—This parish focuses on relation- 
ships. There’s a conscious effort 
toward the spiritual, social, relational 
development of the pastoral team, 
staff, and parish community. If a 


relationship is hurting, it is faced, not 


glossed over. 


— This parish tries to interact adult 
to adult. People solve problems and 
enjoy successes together. It isn’t a 
case of Father's problems but of our 
success. 

—In this parish, people tend to 
support and affirm one another rather 
than compete with or denigrate one 
another. 


Now, what are the indicators of 


need in a parish that doesn’t have a. 


goal of shared ministry? 


— We find a lack of shared vision in 
a parish without shared ministry. A 
commonly heard complaint is “I! don’t 
know what’s going on.” 


— This parish expects the staff to be

should not be absorbed into the 
machinery of federal government. 
Variety of approach and service 
should be fostered. 


All that is changing as the society 
becomes more complex, as the role 
(and controls) of federal funding 
becomes more pervasive. 


MANY GOOD THINGS have been 
done in our nation because of federal 
concern for social services, but we 
should be aware of the price that is 
being paid. 

Perhaps it’s inevitable that stringent 
controls must follow funding and 
privileges which amount to funding. 


My objection is that no one on the 
national level seems to be examining 
the change that is taking place. No 
one seems to be asking whether such 
changes add up to the kind of society 
the citizens want. 

NO ONE SEEMS to be asking 
whether we can design methods 
which deal with the current situation 
while respecting patterns of service 
which are deeply rooted.

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Of the five human needs psycholo- 
gists list for us, the two most basic are 
for security and for .a sense of 
belonging. If we accept and 
understand that, it makes it much 
easier to comprehend why we can so 
easily compromise ideals and 
principles for the sake of acceptance 
and whatever it is that represents 
security for us. 


Unfortunately, many of us never 
grow beyond these elementary levels 
of development and are always 
scrambling to keep hold of the things 
in which we feel safety lies.

Q: | read that there is now a Latin 
Mass each Sunday at San Luis Rey 
Mission.

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position” in life. When we have 
grasped them, the overriding concern 
it to hold on to them. 


That is why God so often has to 
upset our plans and threaten what we 
have made our security. One way or 
another, perhaps through the death of 
someone we love, perhaps through 
the loss of a valuable job, perhaps 
through sickness or the disruption of a 


cherished relationship, He will switch 


signals and shunt us on to a different 
line, until we learn to trust and rely on 
Him alone. 


And we really complain about that! 
When He called the Israelites out of 
Egypt into the desert and promised 
them the eventual destination of a 
land “flowing with milk and honey,” 
He did not add that it would be an easy 
journey. The Jews found that it was 
not as they wandered in the desert for 
long, lonely years, with no end to their 
trial in sight. 


THEIR MAJOR temptation was to 
regret that they had ever left the 


attendance is more for cultural rather 
than theological reasons. 


That this service is not a gathering 
place for conservatives is obvious 
from the fact that at least half of the 
people receive Communion in the 
hand. They come to this Mass 
because they like the sonority of the 
Latin vowels, they experience fewer 
distractions and feel a sense of awe 
and mystery. 


And there is nothing wrong with 
that; on the contrary, the busyness 
(people running around the sanctu- 
ary) and intellectualism (frantic 
searchings through the missalette for 
the right responses) that frequently 
accompany the celebration of the new 
rite of Mass often seem unfortunately 
and unintendedly to distract us from 
interior recollection.

Jesus tells the story of the unjust 
manager who cheated not. his clients 
but his master. When he learns of his 
loss in position he calls in his master’s 
debtors and works out deals with 
them. This section of the story needs a 


~ slight explanation. 


The custom of ancient mid-eastern 
civilizations allowed the manager to 
take his profit from the debts he 
collected. When the manager 
reduced the debt of the creditors, he 
really gave up his portion of the 
income. By this tactic he ingratiated 
himself with the debtors of his master 
so that when he lost his position, they 
would remember him kindly as one 
who willingly gave up a portion of his 
percentage of profit. By this tactic he 
hoped to assure himself a place of 
welcome in the future. _ 

THE MASTER in the story gives the 
manager credit for being so 
enterprising to give up a portion of his 
income in the.present to insure 
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security of their slavery in Egypt. At 
least there they were guaranteed food 
and lodging every day! The experi- 
ence of the desert was disconcerting. 
They were thrown back on their own 
resources, which often failed them, 
and then there was no recourse but to 
the mercy of God. 


What He was calling them to was a 
moral conversion, a change in the way 
they thought and in their values. He 
continues to call us into the desert of 
emptiness and insecurity so that we 
can learn, as they did, that He is the 
center and source of all that exists. 


Sometimes a person will voluntarily 
walk away from shelter into the 
unknown because he believes God 
has called him, but whether by choice 
or not, it is always a time of trial, of 
testing and soul searching. “I truly 
believe that it is harder for a rich man 
to be saved than for a camel to pass 
through the eye of a needle,” asserted

himself favorable treatment in the 
future. When Jesus commended such 
a practice he really recognized the 
astuteness by which people protect 
themselves, especially in financial 
matters. 


Jesus used irony in this teaching 
but in the final part of the parable He 
warns his disciples of a danger 
involved: such practices are 
dangerous for one who is trying to 
serve God. The temptation inherent in 
wealth can be so strong that people 
involved become more concerned 
with serving the false god of money 
than the true God who expects 
generosity. 


The theme fits well with the entire 
theology of Luke who has a special. 
affection for the poor and often 


denounces the rich. Luke knows that _ 


the presence of money can blind 
people to the needs. of others and can 
give the false impression that wealth 
protects everyone and everything.

POWER HAS long been part of the 
retinue of wealth so the temptation to 
use money to control others continues 
to plague human_ history. Amos 
denounced unjust business dealings 
800 years before Christ; very little has 
changed from that time to the time of 
Jesus or to the last quarter of the 20th ° 
century. 


This column began with reference 
to business ethics and surely the 
readings give enough reason for 
personal reflection. The Lord God 
remembers any practice that 
swindles the poor. Secondly, the 
temptation to take other people’s 
money and use it for personal ° 
advantage is too powerful to be 
handled easily. 


Those who profess to serve God 
need prudence and the strength of 
their convictions to resist the 
temptations associated with wealth. 
Believers must learn to be strong and 
uncompromising in their business. 
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Proposal would allow sacraments

BIRMINGHAM, England (NC) —The 
standing committee of the National 
Conference of Priests has presented a 
proposal to the Catholic bishops of 
England and Wales which would 
establish conditions by which 
divorced and remarried Catholics 
could receive the sacraments of 
Communion and penance. 


Father Robert Spence, chairman of 
the conference which represents 
5,000 priests in England and Wales, 
said the proposal was in response to a 
request from the bishops for a 
suggestion on this issue they could 
take to the world Synod of Bishops. 
The synod is scheduled to begin in 
Rome on Sept. 26. 


PWHERE persons are involved in the 
second marriage after divorce, it Is 


_permissible to use the ‘good faith’ 


solution and to admit to penance and 
holy Communion such as are truly 


repentant and ask for this solution,” 
the proposal says. 


It adds: 


“The following conditions are to be 
observed: 1. The preVious marriage is 
irretrievably broken and reconcilia- 
tion is impossible; 2. Obligations 
incurred by virtue of the previous and 
the second marriage are accepted 
and responsibly discharged; 3. A 
willingness to live the Christian faith in 
the ecclesial community is apparent; 
4. To avoid any real scandal and to 
protect the Church’s stand on 
indissolubility, this solution may be 
used only in the internal forum after 
reference to the ‘parish priest 
consultors’ (parochi consultores).” 


‘RELIANCE on the “internal forum” 
would mean that in theory the 
readmission to Communion of 
divorced and remarried Catholics 
would remain a secret known only to 
them and to their confessors.

THE DIALOGUE among the three 
dioceses —the Episcopal Diocese of 
Newark geographically corresponds 
with portions of both Catholic 
dioceses — began in 1975. 


In a statement read at services at 
the Episcopal cathedral, Bishop 


‘Spong said that he took this step 


“with great sadness,”- adding that-he 
would postpone further dialogue 
“until actions reveal that the 


ecumenical climate is more condu- 
cive to significant progress and real 
results. 


“This action,” he added, “was not a 
private or individual matter. It was an 
unprecedented involvement by a 
sister communion in the internal 
affairs of the Episcopal Church. 
Clearly such an action would not lend 
itself to trust or to the integrity of an 
ecumenical dialogue. 

“IF, AS SOME believe,’ he 
concluded, “the Roman Catholic 
Church is saying that the price of 


continued ecumenical dialogue and 
further ecumenical relations is the 
cessation by the Episcopal Church of 
the ordination of women, then let me 
be very specific and say that the price 
of continued ecumenical dialogue 
with the Roman Catholic Church has 
at this moment become too high.” 


Catholic Archbishop Peter Gerety of 
Newark said he regretted “that Bishop 
Spong feels obliged to postpone our 
conversations which have been 
looking toward covenant relationships 
between our two communions.”

“THE LIGHTER colors with polka 
dots are for the happy numbers —the 
alegrias, sevillanas (the regional folk 
dance of Seville), and bulerias. The 
sad numbers, such as solearis or 
sequirias, have solid colors,” 
explained Juanita. 


The shawl is used in flamenco 
dancing much like the bullfighter’s 
cape in the bullring. 


The flamenco costumes are not 
readily available in the United States 
and are handmade. 


“FLAMENCO started with the 
Moors, who invaded Spain,” Juanita 
explained. “In their singing and 
expressions, the stronger of the 
dancers when together is the male. 


“The man expresses himself with 
his feet and the poses. The woman 
expresses more from the waist up with 
hand gestures, arm movements, and 
facial expressions,” said Juanita. 


The women: explained that the 
guitarist maintains the compas, 
meaning the basic rhythmic phrase, 
but he must watch the dancer and 
singer for changes of mood or rhythm. 
Soft palmadas, or hand claps, and 
pitas, or fingersnaps, accompany the 
flamenco songs and dances. 

JUANITA ADDED that today there is 
more flamenco in San Diego than in 
some regions of Spain. 


“Flamenco is gaining in popularity. 


There is more movement here than in ~ 


Spain. People here see flamenco and 
fall in love with it—enchantment! 
They call and want to take lessons.

Handicapped child a miracle, 


not burden for Denver mother 


DENVER (NC)—“I don’t have to 
pray for a miracle,” 24-year-old Carla 
Trujillo of Denver said. “I’ve already 
got one.” 


That miracle is her five-year-old 
son, John, who has brain damage, 
cannot hear, is unable to walk, and so 
far cannot talk. 


“HE WEIGHED only two pounds and 
one-and-a-half ounces when he was 
born. He-was premature and they 


didn’t expect him to live. He lost. 


weight and went down to one pound 
and 11 ounces. But he has come such 
a long way. | have faith in God,” she 
said. 


When John was born doctors asked 
if she would be able to take care of him 
and suggestions were made about 
putting him in an institution, but she 
wouldn’t hear of it. 


She is not married and when she 
was pregnant there were some 
people, Miss Trujillo said, who wanted 
her to have an abortion. But she 
wouldn’t hear of that either. 


THE FATHER of her boy took off, she 
added. “He couldn’t take it, the way 
John was.” : 


“When John was born is when | 
really started to believe in God. They 
didn’t expect him to live, and | wanted 
him so bad. He was my first baby. | 
couldn't see losing him; he might be 
my only baby. He’s the only one | live 
for right now.” 


Each year for the past three years 
she has brought her son to the Mother 
Cabrini Shrine, outside Denver.
